III.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

The  daily  expenditure  during  the  year  was  1,458, 986  gallons. 

The  supply  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  39 
chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses  were  carried  out  during 
the  year  with  satisfactory  results.  The  degree  of  permanent 
hardness  is  5  (Clarks  method).  There  is  no  lead  solvent 
action. 
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The  steps  taken  against  war  risks  have  been  the  installation 
of  three  automatic  and  one  manual  chlorinators  at  the  Filter 
Houses,  One  manual  chlorinator  is  still  in  operation  at 
Damas  Ghyll  Reservoir.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Apart  from  a  more  intensive  programme  of  cleaning  and  regrad¬ 
ing  of  certain  dykes  and  open  water  courses  with  a  view  to 
further  assisting  agricultural  development,  the  chief  works 
in  hand  have  been  Contracts  Nod.  2,  3  and  5  of  the  complete 
new  scheme.  War  conditions  have  seriously  impeded  the 
progress  on  these  works  and  it  may  be  that  some  or  all  will, 

.  of  necessity,  eventually  have  to  close  down. 

The  main  new  6oM  dia.  steel  outfall  sewer  has  been  completed 
for  the  greater  part  of  Albert  Road  where  it  is  in  tunnel, 
(1230  ft.)  together  with  a  further  portion  in  Ellesmere  Road 
(425  ft.) 

At  the  new  pumping  station,  work  is  well  advanced  on  the  new 
chambers  and  wells. 

The  most  immediate  benefit  has  probably  accrued  to  the  owners 
of  the  land  adjacent  to  the  new  main  dyke  through  Oxcliffe. 
Roughly,  one  half  of  this  dyke  is  completed  and  attempts  are 
now  being  made  to  complete  the  remaining  section  within  the 
borough  as  far  as  Westgate.

III.  SOURCE  OF  WATER  SUPPLY s
